In  submitting  the  following  account  of  their  stewardship 
during  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  congratulate 
the  Company  upon  the  growing  usefulness  and  continued 
prosperity  of  the  Library,  and  return  their  heartfelt  thanks 
to  Him  “from  whom  all  blessings  flow,”  for  the  many  favors 
He  has  vouchsafed  to  us. 

By  the  table  of  Statistics  appended  to  this  Report,  it  will 
be  seen  that  there  have  been  Twenty  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  four  volumes  loaned  to  the  Boys’,  and  Twenty-eight 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  to  the  Girls’;  a  total 
of  Forty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two  vol¬ 
umes  sent  out  to  create  new  ideas,  strengthen  good  impres¬ 
sions  and  sow  good  seed  in  the  perhaps  hitherto  barren  and 
unfruitful  fields.  This  is  an  increase  of  Four  thousand  one 
hundred  and  one  volumes  over  the  last  year’s  record.  The 
average  numbers  using  the  Library  each  month  are  Eight 
hundred  and  fifty-two  Boys  and  Eleven  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  Girls,  an  increase  of  Eighty-two  Boys  and  Ninety-one 
Girls  over  the  monthly  average  of  last  year. 
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The  whole  number  of  new  admissions  is  Thirteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  viz:  Eight  hundred  and  twenty -three  in  the 
Boys’  Department,  and  Five  hundred  and  eleven  in  the 
Girls’  Department. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  high  price  of  books,  we 
have  added  by  purchase  Six  hundred  and  eighty-six  volumes 
since  our  last  report,  of  which  Three  hundred  and  forty-eight 
were  assigned  to  the  Boys’  Library,  and  Three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  to  the  Girls’. 

Donations  of  books  have  been  received  and  acknowledged 
amounting  to  fifteen  volumes.  We  would  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  of  near  Forty-nine  thousand  volumes  loaned 
during  the  year  to  readers  widely  scattered  through  this  great 
city,  we  have  to  record  the  loss  of  only  thirteen  volumes, 
which  reflects  great  credit,  alike  upon  the  Librarians  and 
readers.  The  general  good  behavior  of  those  using  the 
rooms,  and  the  excellent  order  maintained,  are  especially 
noticeable. 

The  same  Librarians  preside  over  their  respective  depart¬ 
ments,  as  mentioned  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  and  they 
and  their  assistants  continue  to  give  great  satisfaction. 

Many  and  gratifying  assurances  have  been  received  of  the 
good  the  Library  is  doing,  one  of  which  may  be  instanced. 
Some  years  since  a  lad  obtained  from  the  Library  a  work  on 
ship  building,  from  which  he  constructed  a  model,  which  was 
pronounced  by  competent  judges  the  finest  that  had  ever 
been  exhibited  by  an  apprentice. 

While  we  are  conscious  that  the  trust  committed  to  our 
care  has  suffered  no  detriment  in  our  hands,  we  cannot  but 
feel,  as  doubtless  every  Board  before  us  has  felt,  that  the 
claims  of  the  Library  upon  a  public  spirited  community  have 
not  been  sufficiently  appreciated. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Library  in  1820,  nearly  Fifty- 
five  thousand  persons  have  participated  in  its  benefits  “  with¬ 
out  money  and  without  price.” 

We  need  a  reading-room,  with  the  various  newspapers  and 
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magazines  on  its  tables,  where  the  poorest  lad,  happy  in  the 
advantages  denied  him  at  home,  may  spend  his  evenings  ac¬ 
quiring  that  knowledge  which  will  be  useful  to  him  through 
life.

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NOTE. 

The  Apprentices'  Library,  as  its  title  indicates,  was  founded  in 
the  year  1820,  by  a  number  of  benevolent  citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
and  incorporated  in  1821,  for  the  special  benefit  of  apprentices  and 
other  yonny  persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Managers. 

For  a  number  of  years  after  its  organization,  books  were  loaned 
to  boys  and  young  men  only.  In  the  year  1841,  a  girls  or  female 
department  was  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

It  was  never  intended  that  either  department  should  be  used  by 
those  who  have  advanced  beyond  the  age  generally  understood  by 
the  term  “young  persons/’  nor  by  those  above  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  whose  pecuniary  circumstances  are  such  as  to  enable 
them  to  secure  free  access  to  the  public  libraries  of  the  city. 


Since  the  organization  of  the  Library  in  1820,  41,067  Boys,  and  13,697 
Girls,  making  a  total  of  55,759  persons,  have  participated  in  the  benefits  of 
this  very  useful  institution. 

TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Two  Dollars  per  annum,  or  Twenty-five  Dollars  for  life. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  sons  of  Members  are  entitled 
to  the  use  of  the  Library  while  attending  school.

— The  four  officers  of  the  Company  are  ex-offido 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  making  an  entire  Board  of  Twenty-eight 
members.  At  a  Special  Meeting  succeeding  the  annual  Election,  a  Chair¬ 
man  and  Secretary,  and  a  Book  Committee  of  five  members,  are  elected  by 
ballot ;  all  other  Committees  are  appointed  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Managers  are  required  to  attend  in  rotation  when  the  Libraries  are 
open,  and  render  such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  be  necessary.  Each 
Librarian  has  a  Minute  Book,  and  the  proceedings,  with  the  remarks  of  the 
attending  Manager,  are  reported  monthly  to  the  Board.
